H E 19th our Troops before Menin begun 
2 Saps, in order to make a Defcent into 
tte Ditch, and work’d upon the Batteries 
on the Coun‘e:{carp. 

The 20th they finsfh’d 2 Batteries, one of 6 and 
the other of 5 Pieces of Cannon, which begun to 
fice upon the Baftion and Ravelin the next Morning 
a: break of Day 5 ard 2 more Batteries being per- 
fected, were ready to play Yefterday Morning; My 
Lord: Duke of Marlborough being gone thither at 
the fame time to fee the Progrefs thar was 
made, the Governour beat a Parley, where- 
upon the Hottages were exchang’d about Nine in 
the Morning, and in the Evening the Capitulation 
was agreed upon, by which the Gairifon is co march 
out on Wednefday, being St. Louis’s Day, with all 
marks of Honour, 4 Pieces of Cannon, and 2 Mor- 
tars, ard 10 be conducted to Douay. The Duke of 
Argyle with 200 Meo touk Poffeilion of ene of the 
Gazes this Morning at 8a Clack. This furicader of 
the Town is fooner vy fome Days than we could 
have expected,cor Hice:ing the great Garrifon and the 
firengi of the Viace. Weare tolu there are 
confiderable, Magazu.cs both of Amniunition and 
Provifions in'he Town but we thali’ not know the 
particulars cill che Troops are march’d out. 

Friday Brigadier Chanclos joyn’d the Army 
wish 6 Squadrons of Horfe from Audenarde, and 
the next Day Brigadier Frarkenberg arriv’d he‘ 


with 2 Battallions and 3 Squadrons of Palarin 


from Bruffels. The French Army under the Com- 
ta dof the Duke de Vendome is encamp’d behind 
the Deulle, with the Ri ards Lifle and the 
Left near Verlegen, th Quarters being ar 
Freklingen. Brigadier

_ From the Camp at Helchin, Angult 26. The 25th 
in the Morning art of rhe Foot and fome Squadrons 
that ferv'd in the Siege of Menin were drawn up 
belore the Lift Gare. About 9 a Clock M. de Bul- 
ly Governour of the Place march’d out at the Head 
of the Garrifun : Count Caraman took the Poft of 
Henour, brirging up the Rearguard with the Dra- 
goons and Grenadiers. The faid Count, the Go- 
Verhour, and all the Officers, made their Salutes 
tothe Duke of Marlborough the Field-Deputics and 
the Field-Merfhal , who ftood to {ce them march 
our. Mejor General Weldeien is made Governour 
cf the Place, which is garrifon’d with 5 Battallions 
and 50 Horfe. In the Plece were found 55 brafs 
Cannon, end to Iron, 6 Mortars, 162100 weight 
of Powder, snd a great Quantity of Ammunition 
end Provifions. The L. Hay, Col’onel of the 
R yal Scorch Regiment of Dragoons, died Yefter- 
cay in Conrtray, afrer 14 Days Tilnefs. 

The Antwerp Courant fays, that on the Works 
ani in the Magazines of Menin were found 118 
Rrafs Cernon large and fall, fome of which are 
w ferviecable, 59 Mortara of all Sizes, 93500 weight 
of Powder, and abundance cf ether Ammuniiicn, 
and 1251 Sacks of Meal, &c.

lay Siege to Aeth: That the Duke of Verdome 
continued wiih his Army behind the Deule about 
Freklingen, where he had fet Men to work to make 
anew Line: Bur that the late Elector of Bavaria 
march’d the 27th with 14 of 15200 Men towards 
Douay ; with defiga twas fuppos’d to reinforce the 
Garrifons of Mons, Char'eror, and Namur.

Ghent, Auguft 29. Iaia Day or 2 the Siege of 
Dendermonde will -be {cim'd.: 8 or gooo Men, 
under General Churchiii, will be employ’d in ir. 
Since the 27th 50 Veife!s bave been fent from hence, 
laden with heavy Cannon, Mortars and Amusnuni- 
tion towards Dendermonde; and this Evening 26 
Demy Culverins will be fent whe fame Way ; and 
8co Pioneers with 200 Carts are fummon'd to go 
thither from the Country of Wace) "Tis believ'd 
that fince Menin has furr¢ndred, the Governoyr of 
Dendermonde will not bold cuc long: ’Tis {af for 
certain the Duke of Marlborovgh has order'd bis 
Brother General Church! to grant no Capitule ion 
if the faid Garrifon are Icng cbftinare ; but it can- 
not be thought they will wait Extremities, fceing 
they cannot hope for Relief. ’Tis reper:ed these is 
a great Mortality in Dendermonde, and that the 
Garrifon confifts but of 11 of 1200 Men fick and 
well. The Fortifications of Menin are undertaken 
to be all repair’d by the End of Deceanber next, for 
the Sum of 2500c0 Gulders.

Genoa, Auguft 14 The 5th Inftane the French 
made themfelves Mafters of the Cover'd Way of the 
Ciadel of Turin: Buc the next Day they were 
hearen from ic agen by the Bfieged, whofe Grena- 
diers led by M. de Luneville Son of the Marquis de 
Carail accack’d them, and were fupporied by a 
Detachment commanded by the Baron‘de Sc. Remy. 
Norwithftanding all the Efforts of the French, and 
tho’ the Duke de la Beuillade advanc’d in Perfon to 
encourage and fupport them, they were forc’d to a- 
bandon their Poft. In thofe 2 Actions they had a- 
bove 2000 Men kill’d or wounded : Among the lat- 
ter were the Duke de Ja Feuillade. and Lieutenant 
General d’Arennes ; and among the kill’d were their 


chief Ingenier, a Major General, and feveral other 
Officers 
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
